“ On tin' I f h of August, we perceived a 
striking instance of the extent o f authority 
they assumed. 
W e observed 
that, a week 
before, a single loan of no less than $100,000 
was made by the committee, to one person, 
without any authority from the board—a 
though it hud been in session that very day-_ 
although the proposition 
for the loan must 
have been made before the meeting of the 
Hoard, for it w as submitted to the committee 
by its chairman immediately on the adjourn* 
m ent— and although tho hoard had, on the 
same day, refused good mercantile paper. 


Another instance was lately exhibited of 
the injustice arising from this unlimited and 
irresponsible power of the committee on e x ­ 
change. 
T he policy adopted by the board 
has caused curtailments in the loan« to the 
community to a great extent. 
T hese ought 
at least to be general in their operation. 
Yet 
on a loan for a very large sum , secured on 
stock, being offered for renewal on the 8th of 
November, all reduction was refused on the 
ground that it had been original!y made by 
/he committee on exchange, some years be­ 
fore, for an indefinite period, and that the 
faith of the bank was therefore pledged for its 
continuance. 
These resolutions, passed three 
years since, at a time when there was great 
abundance of m oney, “ authorized the com ­ 
mittee on exchange to loan large sums on ap­ 
proved collateral securities.” 
Assum ing, by 
virtue o f these, a power which we believe the 
board never intended to confer, they have 
thus entered, it seems, into contracts which 
will extend to the term ination o f the charter, if 
not beyond it. 
These contracts, too, so far as 
we can learn, were not reduced to writing— in 
fact the notes themselves were drawn at the 
usual short periods, 
it is now at least appa­ 
rent that these proceedings were at variance 
with the true policy of the institution, and 
that they operate unequally on the com m u ni­ 
ty, whose interests ought to be impartially 
consulted.” 


On these startling facts, Mr Benton, in his 
masterly speech, remarks : — 


“ 'I he name of this individual was not g iv ­

The committee appointed, two years ago, to 
investigate the affairs of the Hank, reported

This, Sir, was the loan on 
which no reduction was to be made—a loan 
standing at five per cent, when the merchants 
were driven lo the brokers lor money, at e x ­ 
orbitant premiums, to maintain their credit. 
There was an entire class ot debtors to the 
Bank who were not subjected at all to the 
curtailment; but they were politicians and 
friends, and men who were busy in getting up 
m eetings lor the purpose o f producing that 
instantaneous action which was to restore the 
deposites to the Bank, without any exam ina­ 
tion into the troth of the charges made against 
it,” 


ll such are the facts, and they are official 
and undenied, now , when the Hank is sur­ 
rounded by other Banks, which, in some de­ 
gree, check ank control it, what oppression 
may the public not expect, if the charter be 
renewed, and the local B ank s suppressed? 


The same system of favoritism lias existed 
here— a lew lavorites have had all the money 
of the Branch, or all they wanted. 
T he pub­ 
lic coiud get no money irom it, except when 
these favorites did not want it. In hard times 
they absorbed it, and shaved their neighbors’ 
notes with it. 
1 he splendid palaces m which 
some ot them live, are the fruits ot this mon­ 
opoly, favoritism and usury. 
W hen the d e­ 
posits were removed, the Bank was compelled 
to call in, and their call tell on these large 


debtor«,— they have boon compelled to dis­ 
gorge, but what they have given up lias been 
loaned in smaller sum«, to the more humble, 
in wealth, of the com munity. Hut these great 
shavers have for once in their lives become 


shavees 
W<> know of an U. S. Hank Director 
who lives nut a thousand miles from us, who, 
in consequence ol the removal, has had to 


raise two hundred thousand dollars, or more, 
at usurious interest. 
It is through the influ­ 
ence of these favorites, and of desperate poli­ 
ticians in the pay of the Bank, that these “ fac 
simile'* m eetings are got up. 
The one in this 
city is also intended to bear upon, and influ­ 
ence the Legislature,who are soon to be called 
upon to follow suite. 
N ow , as to the consti- 
tulion il question o! the Bank, if Congress can 
put one Bank into this State, it can put twen-

we quote the following from Mr Folk's able 
and lucid speech ;

Congress, though they Raw the pub­ 
lic treasure wasting, and the officer unfaithful

od of removing the officer but by the tedious 
process o f impeachment? 
I apprehend not, 
Sir. 
The whole duties of the Secretary are 
E xecu tive—in their execution he is responsi­ 
ble to the Chief E xecutive— who is him self re­ 
sponsible to the country for the acts ol his 
assistants. 
Hut let us reverse the question — 
suppose the 1'resident entertained a different 
opinion on this subject,and that the Secretary 
had given notice that, on a certain day, he 
would remove the deposites, ami to the Presi­ 
dent says, I am independent o f you, Sir,— 
and the Hank charter gives me express power 
to remove the deposites. 
Suppose the Presi­ 
dent to fold his arms and say — 1 have no pow­ 
er to interfere. 
What would be the indigna­ 
tion o f the people at such conduct in the Presi­ 
dent, on the supposition that the proposed 
measure was deemed 
by them unnecessary 
and mischievous? 
VVhat, on the other hand, 
would 
be the Hosannas of the Bank, if the 
1'reaident 
should say— 1 
dismiss 
vou, Mr 
Secretary, 
But independent of’ these views, 
the power of removal i« expressly recognized. 
It is an unqualified power, and if it can be 
exerted without reasons, surely it may be 
used with reasons. 
Gentlemen may differ as 
to the sufficiency o f reasons, but there can be 
no dispute as to the power. 
T he President is 
not empowered to remove the Secretary at 
will by the charter of the Hank,— for such a 
provision would have looked to Congress as 
the source of the appointing and removing 
power, but the charter recognizes the power 
on

ft provides that, in case the 
office of Secretary becomes vacant by death,
